The
arguments for the exercise of execu-
tive clemency in-the case are sound
and convincing, and the governor
would be fully justified in repudiating
the action of the court that ordered
the prigoner fut to death. The gov-
ernor would like to exercise 4he par-
doning power in this case, but to do
80 would give rise to charges”of “in-
consi:tency,” so he declines _t__é,,j‘nteh
fere. No matter gbout the “cfrcum-
stances,” for they have no pdret in the
consideration of any case. ' THat jewel
of great price—‘“consistency”— must
be zealously guarded at all costs,

The governor refused to offer a re-
ward in the Dodd murder case, he
must-refuse to offer a reward in the
Abbeville murder case. He must do
that to be ‘“consistent.” Circum-
stances do not enter into the consid-
cration of the case at all. The gov-
ernor refused to vxtend clemency in
the case of one murderer sentenced
to death, he must refuse to Interfere
in a later’ case. The governor must
do this to be “consistent.” Circum-
stances have no place in the cansid-
eration of the mafter at all.
